One Vote May 
Decide Election

The most recent run-off in the school board elections 
was decided by one vote out of a total of 723 votes cast. 
That im pressive total is 1,084 less than w as cast in the 
first election which totaled 1,809. 
Clearly, the num ber doesn’t represent even 50 
percent of paren ts with children enrolled in the Plano 
schools, let alone the total tax paying population of 


Plano. 
How unfortunate a re we who have so m any dedicated 
people running for offices on the school board and in 
other facets of com m unity service that we cannot take 
time to give them a m and ate to fulfill the obligations 
that becomes theirs. 
And how fortunate a re we that in spite of our voting 
apathy, the people who run our schools and our city 
government a re honest, dedicated citizens who a re 
doing everything they can to give us the finest 
governm ent possible. 
This city has a reputation for fine schools. There m ay 
be things som e consider wrong, but overall they 
com pare favorably, and in m ost instances higher than 
many. We have a fine police departm ent and fire 
departm ent, and our city council is staffed with people 
who really a r e concerned w ith what happens to our city 
as they contend with the rapid growth that alm ost 
takes our breath away. 
Yet, we, the voting public give them little, if any, 
support and encouragem ent to perform their duties. 
I have a neighbor who moved here from out-of-state 
last June. He told m e he w as pleased to see that T exas 
votes on S aturdays beeuase in his state voting day is 
alw ays on a w orkday, which m akes it difficult for 
m any people to vote without losing time from their 


jobs. 
He was, however, appalled at the sm all num ber of 
people who m ade any effort to help with the decision of 
trustees who would guide the school board in the 


future. 
. 
Both my neighbor and his wife voted in both clee- 
bons. They will m ake good citizens because they c a re 
about the com m unity w here they live. 
Tomorrow is the scheduled day for prim ary elec­ 
tions. Because our population is larger than any other 
city in Collin County, the votes cast in Plano election 
booths m ay very well determ ine who will run the 
county in the next few years. 
That is, if we vote. 
There has been a trem endous upheaval in this 
country because of W atergate and other high-level 
scandals. People all over the country are disturbed 
about just how things like that can happen. And while 
we point our finger at the guilty, we would do well to 
search our own souls because nothing changes without 
the vote of the A m erican people. 
The right to vote is an indefinable privilege given to 
citizens of few countries in the world. And while it is 
our inalienable right, it is also our unequivocal duty to 
exercise that right.

strains do well in pots and 
hanging baskets.

To separate plants pur­ 
chased in bands, trays or 
Hats, slice downward in the 
soil between plants. Lift out 
each plant with a block of 
soil, and set into a planting 
hole. 
For best results, water 
trays of flats the evening 
before transplanting them. 
As for mulches, they 
reduce moisture evapor­ 
ation from surface soil and 
make weeds easier to pull 
up, the agent added.
